“I find that a great many people 
who call at our offices have the 
mistaken idea that we are Still 
trying to promote the former 
community shipbuilding scheme, 
which Mr. Cholberg attempted to 
instigate/’ remarked Capt. M. D. 
Harbord, of the Victoria Ship¬ 
owners' Ltd., this morning. “Wo 
are doing nothing of the kind. This 
is an entirely new proposition. 
We are not guaranteeing a man 
a job if he takes shares in this 
company. If we have two men, 
one of whom is a shareholder, of 
equal ability applying for a job 
the shareholder would certainly 
be given the preference. We have 
haa applications from men who 
are prepared to take shares if 
thsy are assured of a light job. 
We cannot do this. We must 
have efficiency in our yards." 

Capt. Harbord, who is conduct¬ 
ing the office of the company at 
305 Belmont House, was very op¬ 
timistic this morning over the 
success of the scheme. The num¬ 
ber of applicants ts steadily grow¬ 
ing, and the canvassers are ex¬ 
pected to make reports ta-night. 
The directors will then babble to 
gain some idea of the success 
which has been accorded the move 
and the extent of the effort re¬ 
quired to collect the remainder of 
the money.

Capt. Harbord explained an¬ 
other salient feature of the under¬ 
taking. Canada is now building 
up a mercantile fleet, and will 
have to create a school of appren¬ 
tices in order te provide future 
skippers for the fleet. The best 
mariner is he who obtains his 41s- 
mentary knowledge on board a 
sailing ship.

Ottawa, Feb. 28 (Canadian Press) — It is understood that 
Richard D. Waugh, former Mayor of Winnipeg and at present 
Commissioner of the Greater Winnipeg Waterways Commission, 
has been named as Canada’s representative on the Saar Valley 
Commission. 

The Saar Valley Commission was created by the Treaty of Ver¬ 
sailles. Under the treaty Germany renounced in favor of the 
League of Nations, in the capacity of trustee, the government of 
the Saar territory. After fifteen years a plebiscite of the inhab¬ 
itants will determine its future status. *

LESS SILVER IN ~ 

COINS OF CANADA 

Ottawa, Feb. 28.—The Minister of 
Finance has given notice of a reso¬ 
lution to amend the Currency Act, 
1910, by providing that the standard 
for gold coin shall remain 900 parts 
of fine gold to 100 parts of alloy, as 
at present: sflver coins, 800 parts of 
line silver to 200 part^of alloy; that 
provision be made for the standard 
weight, fineness and remedy allow’- 
ance of silver coins; and that silver | 
coins heretofore struck by authority 
or the Crown or by order of the Gov¬ 
ernor-in-Council ahull continue to be 
current and a legal tender. 

In this connection a recent Order - 
in-Council provides for reducing the 
fine silver content of Canadian silver 
currency, as it was stated that silver 
coins were being melted down and the 
metal sold owing to the increased 
price of raw silver.

Winnipeg. Feb. 28 — (Canadian 
Press.)—The trial of the seven strike 
leaders here, which has been going 
on for the last thirty-eight days, may 
be brought to an end next week, ac¬ 
cording to an announcement by the 
defence to-day, who stated that they 
would not call any witnesses. 

The Crown counsel announced that 
their last witness would be called 
this afternoon and that there only 
remained some documents to be read 
as evidence. 

Inspector Mead, of the Royal Can¬ 
adian Mounted Police, occupied the 
stand practically all momlnf* de¬ 
scribing in detail the movements of 
his troops during, the riot of June 27. 
He told of the mob throwing rocks 
and missiles at the police when they 
attempted to clear the street. The 
witness said that after an attempt 
to move the crowd had proved fruit¬ 
less the order had been given to 
draw pistols and fite In the air. 
This, said Inspector Mead, had no 
effect and the men were ordered to 
"use their own Judgment." In the 
melee following, which has already 
been described many times in court, 
Inspeotor Mead sustained injuries 
when his horse went down, which 
compelled him to stay in the .hos¬ 
pital for ten days. 

Did Not Aim. 

During the cross-examination. R. 
A. Bonnar, K. C., defence counsel, 
asked the witness If any of the 
troops that had taken part in quell¬ 
ing the riot had given evidence at 
the present trial, but the question 
was disallowed by Mr. Justice Met¬ 
calfe. When asked by Mr. Bonnar if 
the police, when they fired into the 
crowd, had aimed to kill. Inspector 
Mead replied "No; we fired to move 
the crowd off. You could not aim at 
such a time as that, Mr. Bonnar."

BRITISH COTTON PROSPECTS

Great Britain appears to he intent upon re¬ 
moving her dependence for cotton from the 
United States. As one of the most important 
post-war investigations the possibilities of pro¬ 
ducing her cotton requirements within the British 
Empire transcends in prospect the sugar-grow¬ 
ing experiments within the United Kingdom it¬ 
self. Expert authority has it that the Empire 
is capable of producing at least four-fifths of her.

Plan Extensions and Publicity 
Campaign; To Deal With 
Wholesalers Who Boycott 


Farmer and soldier co-operative 
societies of British Columbia at their 
conference at the Empress Hotel last 
night formed one big co- operative 
union for the Province, as told in The 
Times yesterday to aid In the ex¬ 
tension of the co-operative principle 
here and by united action to right 
wholesale and other competitors 
which have been endeavoring to boy¬ 
cott and strangle the co-operative 
movement. « 

Rules and regulations for the con¬ 
duct of all societies In the union are 
to be formulated by a committee. 
Efforts to form a Provincial whole¬ 
sale co-operative society or bring 
here a branch of the British Whole¬ 
sale Co-operative Society are to b« 
made by a committee constating of 
President Copeland of the United 
Farmers, Harvey Smith, Kootenay, 
Mr. Barber, of Shuswap, and James 
Bailey, of the Ijower Mainland. Other 
members are to be added from Vic¬ 
toria and Vancouver. 

Protest Wholesalers Actions. 

A co-operative publicity campaign 
is to be undertaken throughout the 
I*rovlnce. It is also planned to 
launch a monthly co-operative maga¬ 
zine. 

Vigorous protest was made against 
Wholesalers who In their efforts to 
kill the co-operative movement have 
been refusing supplies. 

“Organised Capitalism's Attacks." 
“We deprecate the vicious attacks 
that have been made on The Agri¬ 
cultural Journal of B. C. by the or¬ 
ganized competitive retail trade of 
’ Canada." said one resolution unani¬ 
mously passed. “We feel that organ¬ 
ized capitalism will shortly realize 
that they made a colossal blunder in 
throwing down the gauntlet of war 
ugainst the attempt of a free people 
to organize along the most enlight¬ 
ened and advanced llnes^of co-oper¬ 
ation and democracy." 

Should Take in Women. 

Mrs. Watt, O. B. E.. who recently 
returned f *om England, where she 
was the Canadian woman in charge 
pf recontsructlon work among the 
women of rural England, told of how 
2.000 women’s Institutes along Can¬ 
adian lines were formed in England 
under her dilution. She urged con¬ 
sideration for women In all schemes 
of rural development, and said that 
women should be taken in on all co¬ 
operative schemes as women havs 
proven themselves more tractable to 
co-operative schemes than even tho 
most enthusiastic men co-operators. 
Urges Regular. Market Prices. 
Although they often could well 
afford to, co-operative stores should 
not undersell regular trade stores, 
was the warning given' by W. Rice 
Jones, of Winnipeg. General Manager 
of the United Grain Growera. He 
advocated regular auditing of* all 
branch stores to protect both cus¬ 
tomers and shareholders. 

“Co-operative stores should sell at 
regular market prices to their share 
holders and other customers and then 
divide the profits in the customary 
co-operative manner," said Mr. Jones. 
“In this way the members of the or 
ganlzation are protected against out¬ 
siders who might come In and take 
advantage of the co-operative prices 
Vlthout assuming any of the rl^ks." 

Should 8tart New Branches. 

Mr. Jones declared that before Bri¬ 
tish Columbia co-operative stores 
went In on any large scale for the 
establishment of a wholesale centre 
they should get as many locals as 
possible started so that It was guar¬ 
anteed to wholesale centre business 
enough for it to handle a large stock 
at the lowest prices, and do away 
with the necessity of going outside 
for any supplies. 

He said that the United Grain 
Growers would be willing at any 
time to sell at cost price their $260,- 
000 business and plant here to Bri¬ 
tish Columbia co-operators. 
Poultrymen Strong For “Co-Ops." 
W. F. Fairley, Dominion Egg In¬ 
spector, speaking at the co-operative 
dinner at the Y. W. C. A., told of the 
great appeal the*co-operative prin¬ 
ciple makes to poultr/men every¬ 
where. He also told of the success 
poultrymen have made by marketing 
along co-operative lines. 

Miss Helen Stewart, Victoria City i 
Librarian, told of the advantage of 
agriculturists participating in theI 
benefits offered by the Provincial 
Library Board, which has been or¬ 
ganized for rural districts. She told 
how model circulating libraries may 
be established in rural districts. 

Ex-Reeve C. B. Jones, of Saanich, 
declared himself an enthusiastic co¬ 
operative supporter. He spoke of the 
land settlement work at Courtenay, 
and said that farmers were now 
learning the value of co-operative 
marketing.

Professor All* is touring the unit¬ 
ed States and Canada In the interest 
of r Alliance Francaise. He left 
France In January and has visited 
Harvard and othfcr places of Interest 
In the United States before coming 
here. Pis father is a native of Parts. 
He was brought up in the French 
r Alps, and upon the outbreak of war 
l he volunteered for the Mountain In¬ 
fantry. but broke down physically 
and was discharged. Determined to 
"do bis bit” he enlisted again and 
finally spent over two years with the 
military hospitals and ambulances, 
seven months of this time Just be¬ 
hind Verdun. 

First In Iron Ore. 

"ItVirlll • probably astonish year 
readers to learn that since tho Armis¬ 
tice, Franco is the first iron produc¬ 
ing country in Europe and one of tho 
first In the world." the profeesor stat¬ 
ed, apd he explained that thia was 
largely due to the mines at Nancy. 
Longwy, Brley, Mats and Thlonville 
j —the last two towns being under 
i Germany before the war. but now in 
the possession of the French. "We 
can produce In one year 46,000,000 
tona of iron ore,” he added. "Before 
the war three-quarters of the iron 
ore used in Germany was produced 
from these mines and nine-tenths of 
the ore used in France." 

Use Water Power. a 
The professor explained that France 
had tried to replace’the coal loss by 
using water power for making elec¬ 
tricity. Before the war they had 
done muoh in this way; during>sUie 
war the water power had been trend¬ 
ed and now France and Sweden werV 
the two leading powers in the world 
in tjils respect. "The United States 
is very much behind ourselves and 
Sweden, and Italy and Germany, too, 
in thia matter of the use of water 
power, strange as it may seem." he 
stated, **we are in no need'of food, as 
France and her colonies can produce 1 
enough for our wants," Professor 
AlLx observed, smiling, "and from 25 
to 30 per cent of oar agricultural 
land destroyed during the war is now 
capable of producing." Labor, he ad¬ 
mitted was a great difficulty as the 
war had reduced the active popula¬ 
tion of France by one and a half mil¬ 
lions. "But we are determined to sur¬ 
mount all obstacles,” he added opti¬ 
mistically. "and one dollar can buy 
three times as much in France as it 
ckn in the United States and Can¬ 
ada."

I then sep- 
arated tome oxidase out of the underside of a 
potato peeling (you ran tee bdw powerful this 
oxidising enzyme it by putting a little of it into 
a bottle of hydrogen peroxide and freeing the 
oxygen, leaving water), and I put the oxidaae on 
the non-glowing light produring material of the 
lightning bug. Light wax produced immediately 
and it glowed without producing appreciable heat. 

I then tried to get the light back Into the 
tame condition that it wax when I put the potato 
oxidate on it, by meant of a reducing enzyme, 
and wa* partially eurrettful even though I 
worked with a crude outfit in the country and had 
no laboratory. I waa able to make It reglow and 
feel certain with proper equipment and a good, 
pure reducing enzyme that the material could be 
used over and over again aa doe* the live light¬ 
ning bug. 

Thjsa experiment* show more than the bot¬ 
tling of lighting. They auggeat that if one could 
get a similar compound and pour on automatically 
oxidizing enzymes during the night and reducing 
enzymes during the day light would ba produced 
as easily as turning on a gas lamp. It is quite 
probable that aomq inorganic compound with 
catalytic agents would do as well, if not hotter, 
than the organic material. 

The beauty of the system would be the In¬ 
itial low cost, low upkeep, etc., as it would be a 
small installation with no big power plants and 
it Could be used over and over again and again. 
At any rate, this ia nature’s way of making light 
cheaply and efficiently and the chemical work of 
nature it always cheaper and more efficient than 
the mechanical or physical work of man.

WHEN It Is “TUB NIGHT” Around the WORLD 


H OW many persona ponder, while “tubbing” 
in the inidst of modern conveniences, on 
how tha Teat of the world performs thio 
same act of personal cleanliness? The stolen 
pleasures of tbs “old Swimmin’ hole,** the wooden 
tub in the kitchen surrounded by that question¬ 
able curtain of privacy—a sheet ovdr the clothes 
horse-ia real sea bath or swim in a “gym" pool 


wins and the same number of oil provided for 
the laymen. 

The^ inn ta kes bathing as a serious rite aiul 
the batlwu^s^Kthe first building erected on 
the farm. .GenCTsdly, it is a rough building, 15 
to 18 feet nigh, with a chimney-like vent in its 
peakraS&of or a small window over the door for 
the same purpose. The door opens into a little 
room from which another door opens into the 
hath-houie In one corner of the main room ia a 
wide fireplace built of large, round stones, com¬ 
pactly plied around a deep fire box. At the sides 
of tho'room there are three or four platforms at 
diffffeut heights. 

On tub night, or day, a roaring fire is built 
and allowed to burn until the stones are super¬ 
heated. It is then raked out and pails of water 
are thrown over tha stones which fills the place 
with dense steam in which the entire family is 
soon enveloped. After steaming to his satisfac¬ 
tion a pail of water is thrown over the bather in 
the anteroom or he takes a vigorous roll in ths 
snow, then a run to the houae, clad only in the 
irarment of cleanliness. 

On Saturday, after the baking is done, the 
Rossian peasant crawls into the cooling oven and 
after a good sweat his spouse douses h}m with a 
pail of water. He then drys off and the dead is 
done, but he makes the mistake too often of don¬ 
ning the same clothes he took off, which causes 
the casual critic, trusting to olfactory ev id ones, 
to say the Russian Is not clean. After tub day 
the oven is * freshly whitewashed for the next 
baking. In the cities the Russian steam baths 
art generously patronized, for an immaculate 
Sunday is part of the Russian creed. 

In the slowly receding past the members of a 
French family bathed in succession, using the 
same tub of water. The host, bowing to guests’ 
prejudice, would offer to “skim” the water for 
their bath, which was easily done as a sheet was 
always spread In tha tub before the water was 
poured In for this purpose. 

The bathtub, sheet, hot towels and water may 
he rented from men who travel with wagons 
eo tipped for the purpoee, the water being “heated 
while you wait,” for a very modest sura. 

’ Ths Bantu of West Alrica makes elab- 
orats preparations for a real soak by digging 
a bole in the ground, in which he puta sever 
herbs, a quantity of peppers, cardamom sesds 
ami bushes, then he pours in a lot of boiling hot 
water. After he gets in a light frame covered 
withvtbw is put over the hole to keep in the 
steam. After hours of steaming the bather 
emerges and is washed off with dean water, then 
kneaded by a professional for one hour, when he 
dons his scanty clothing and goes his way “shiv¬ 
ering with cleanness.” 

In the Japanese public baths paper screen 
partitions offer but a slim protection from public 
gaze, hut let us say to their credit the Japanese 
hsve excellent manners and never peek. The 
custom of bathing with friends or strangers in 
public seems to be too general to excite comment 

People go to the roadside wooden bathing 
sheds, undress behind the paper partitions, wash 
down with soap over the slat floors, then ‘step 
Into the tank, where six or seven others are rins¬ 
ing off, without the least concern. Crouched 
down in the water ths bathers can watch the 


street activities with ease. TJieoe is no talking 
and when ready each bather Staves the tank, 
dresses and goes his way. It is considered a per¬ 
fectly modest, proper thing to do. A charcoal 
stove keeps the water at 110 degrees F. under 
the eye of the attendant. 

The Ainu feels that by washing his face and 
hands on great occasions he has paid his debt to 
civilisation. The Thibetaq considers that the oil 
of the body contributes needed warmth in his 
mountain life arid refuses to wash it awsy, but 
di&s not object to washing his face and the tips 
of hjs fingers once in awhile. 

Natives of hot climates who spend much tims 
in the water rarely use* soap except for a shave 
or shampoo. The Esquimau is a reckless bather 
during the fishing season when he is forced to 
wade to disentangle his nets, but his wife and 
family think handling wet nets absolves them 
from further bathing rites.

Did you ever think what would 
have happened if Robert Schumann 
had studied law instead of giving 
his Ufe to music? Supposing he had 
put on the wig and gown to defend 
criminals In court, or selrch titles, 
draw up wills, deeds, mortgages and 
agreements Instead of turning out 
scores of compositions, then we would 
have had no "Traumerei" which is a 
great favorite everywhere for piano, 
violin or ’cello—no "Two Grenadiers" 
for male voices to sing in French and 
Italian—no Schumann works of any 
description. 

At the age of seven little Robert 
had shown musical aptitude which his 
father encouraged. Before he was 
twelve, he had read much music or¬ 
ganized a school-boy orchestra and 
gained local fame as a pianist.

If soinMhing 
were not done now nothing could 
prevent these children from becom¬ 
ing stigmatised by crime.

Two salient facts stand out from 
two and a half hours’ debate on esti¬ 
mates at tbe meeting of the Saanich 
Council last evening, one that the 
expense .of other services for the 
municipality will cut down the ward 
appropriations from‘$49,000 to $28,000 
this year, and the other that the en¬ 
gineer contemplates a thorough re¬ 
organization at the municipal stores. 
He proposes to provide accommoda¬ 
tion for-the machinery which is scat¬ 
tered round the wards, and to ar¬ 
range a better service of distribut¬ 
ing supplies, according to his state¬ 
ment to the Council. 

The only ray of sunshine to con¬ 
sole the councillora waa an an¬ 
nouncement that the Government 
would contlnuo its policy of grant¬ 
ing aid on the dollar for dollar basis 
towards continuing the permanent 
work on the West Saanich Road to¬ 
wards the Observatory hill. This 
work has been in hand for several 
years, and year by year with pro¬ 
vincial aid the permanent surfacing 
proceeds towards Prospect I,ake. 
The Council set aside its share for 
the connecting up of the city and 
municipal paving on Burnside Road, 
In accordance with Alderman Todd's 
motion. 

Councillors rebelled greatly against 
the cut on the ward appropriations, 
not so much on the amount which 
they were willing to Set At $5,000 a 
ward, but at the reduced amount of 
work which can be carried out this 
year owing to increased labor costs, 
and higher price of material. 

Another road for which Govern¬ 
ment aid is looked Is for the cutting 
down of Mount Tolraie Hill. Work 
in improving the road, which has a 
very bad surface, will be done irre¬ 
spective of whether the proposed 
street railway extension goes forward 
which is now under discussion. 

The Council did pot deal seriatim 
with Its grants for various societies 
and institutions, but voted a lump 
.sum, to be distributed at a subse¬ 
quent date, by Individual resolution.
